ISVALUABLE 


Important 'Discovery Has 


Just Been Made. 


its Bearing on the Future of Alaska 


and Northwest, Can Hardly be 


Overestimated. 


Washington, April 11—A deposit of. 


coal that is expected to prove of tre- 
mendous importance has just been dis- 
covered in Alaska, about 25 miles in- 
land from Controller Bay. The coal is 
a very superior quality of bituminous, 
almost as hard as anthracite, and the 
beds comprise an area of about 8^ 
miles. According to the United States 
geological survey, 
"it is higher 
in 


heating power and in purity than any 
coal that is mined on the Pacific coast, 
either in the United States or Canada, 
or any coal mined in Australia. The 
importance of the discovery in its bear- 
ing on the futuie of Alaska and tho 
northern end of our Pacific coast line 
can hardly be overestimated."

ary, who is now on a vacation in the 
United States, lectured Sunday morn- 


ing and evening in Newark, before' 
large audiences, who were greatly in- 
terested in the stories told by the 
intrepid woman of her work ill the 
celestial empire. 


The morning lecture was Jelivred 


in the First Presbyterian church and 
that in the evening at the Second 
Presbyterian church. 


Dr. Fulton is supported in her work 


in China by the Zanesville Presbytery, 
to which the Newark churches be- 
long, and she has been well known to 
many in Newark for a number of 
3'ears.so that her lectures had an es- 
pecial interest and significance. 
The 


two addresses were filled with infor- 
mation of general conditions in China, 
and 
especially those which 
either 


halped or reported the work under her 
i.Mimediate suijervision. 


Heretofore, 
Dr. Fulton 
and 
l,he 


American 
nurses 
under her charge 


have been living in dormitories in the 
hospital, which was built some years 
ago by the Zanesville Presbyteiy. But 
the work in the hospital has increased 
to such an extent that it is almost im- 
possible for them to continue part of 
the hospital as their residence. There 
are about 300 patients in the hospital 
now, and new ones are coming in as 
rapidly as the old ones are discharged. 
Consequently all available space is 
taken for the sick ones. 


The missionary told how the physi- 


cians of the hospital were teaching 
the work to native assistants, and 
then sending these out to various 
parts of China to carry on the noble 
work. This is economical, as it sp.ves 
the services of about 40 physicians 
and nurses, who otherwise would be 
seat out from thi? country- 


Dr. Fulton states that the Eoxer 


troubles of several 
years 
agr> 
was 


eventually a great help to the mission- 
aries, as they proved a great adver- 
tisement. The people of China were 
brought to a realization that the for- 
eigners were there in the interests of 
the Chinese and not to 
exterminate 


them as the deluded natives were told 
by designing officials. 


After the lectures, informal recep- 


tions were given Dr. Fulton by tbe 
members, who became personally ac- 
quainted with their Chinese represen- 
tative.

Is your boy lazy? Yes? Then grieve 


not, but be happy. It is au excellent 
sign. lie will become si great man in 
time. Let him be us laxy as possible. 
Principal William It. Watt of the 
Graham school in Chicago said in a 
letter before the Institute of Erturation 
recently that the lazy boy was all 
right, says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 


Lazy boys make successful men, and 


busy, ambitious boys sometimes get all 
tired out in childhood and spend the 
rest of their lives resting, says the 
principal. 
Of course this rule does 


not apply to all lazy or ambitious boys. 


''Because there is odium attached to 


the term laziness the educator is apt 
to err in his treatment of it. Wbat is 
done for it in the homes and schools is 
often 'the very thing to increase it," 
declared Principal Watt in his address 
on "Laziness In Children." Instead of 
prodding a lazy boy, the educator held 
it far better to cultivate his laziness 
into a fine art. He said: 


"Laziness is not always bad. It is 


generally an excelleut thing in a grow- 
ing thing. 
Mental or physical work 


done under compulsion is not good for 
the growing child, except such work 
as is of real use to the household, such 
as house, farm, garden work or the 
care of animals. The main business 
of a child is to grow. A day's growth 
is not noticeable, but it is often more 
strenuous than a daj 
work, and a 


child should not be ._ ipelled to do 
both."

I am here but a few days, 
but I can already tell you what word 
I must carry to them. I have found 
the American women wonderfully bril- 
liant and as wonderfully beautiful. At 
this distance from home I am free to 
say that she has captivated me."
